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Guerrilla forces under Prince Te* numbering more than twenty thousand, are 
operating in the area along the rdngsia-Suiyuan border, north of dinghsia 
City, on both sides of the Yellow River. These forces, which are scattered 
in small groups, control the countryside.* 



On© army of FU Tso~i ff s troops, of unknown strength, defected from Paotou 
and moved west. They met Prince Te*s forces, either in the Shanpa (107-Ow, 
40-59) area or between there and Pailingmiao, and are now cooperating with 
them.
